No 
one  can  earn  righteous¬ 
ness  by  keeping  of  the 
law,  because  no  one  can 
keep  all  of  the  law  all  of 
the  time.

8  New  Family  (w.  3:26-29) 
God  has  done  through 
Christ  what  we  could  not  gam 
through  the  law.

Appreciate  the  Past  (w. 
3:21-25) 

The  law  did  have  a  purpose, 
but  that  purpose  was  not  to 
impart  life.  The  Mosaic  law  is 
good,  pure  and  true,  but  it  has 
no  capacity  to  give  life.  The 
law  was  given  to  reveal  sin. 
The  law  was  given  because  of 
our  transgressions.  It  was 
given  to  reveal  our  sins  and 
point  us  to  Christ. 


God.  It  is  only  when  we  exer¬ 
cise  our  faith  that  we  gain  the 
privileges  of  the  family  of  God. 

When  we  become  a  part  of 
the  family,  we  set  aside  the 
clothing  of  the  former  life  and 
we  put  on  a  new  wardrobe.  The 
believer  has  laid  aside  the  dirty 
garments  of  sin  and  put  on  the 
new  robes  of  righteousness. 
This  is  done  as  an  act  of  faith, 
and  not  a  result  of  keeping  the 
law.  As  we  receive  mis  new 


wardrobe,  we  identify  more 
with  our  new  "family*  as  we 
are  all  'one  in  Christ."  The 
Pharisee  would  pray  each 
morning,  "I  thank  Thee,  God, 
that  I  am  a  Jew,  not  a  Gentile;  a 
man,  not  a  woman;  and  a  free¬ 
man,  and  not  a  slave."  All  of 
these  distinctions  are  removed 
"in  Christ"  We  join  the  family  as 
"heirs  according  to  the 
promise"  As  Paul  states  as  chil¬ 
dren  of  God  are  "heirs  also, 
heirs  of  God  and  fellow  heirs 
with  Christ"  (Romans  8:17).  We 
are  "heirs  according  to  the  hope 
of  eternal  life"  (Titus  3:7). 

Accept  Your  New 
Privileges  (w.  4:1-7) 

Paul  wanted  those  in  the 
churches  of  Galatia  to  fully 
understand  their  position  as 
"heirs"  of  the  promises  of  God. 
Formerly  they  were  as  chil¬ 
dren  in  bonciage  of  the  law. 
They  were  under  the 
guardianship  of  the  law.  In  the 
Jewish  home  children  were 
under  guardianship  of  a  ser¬ 
vant.  It  was  not  until  they  had 
come  of  age  that  they  could 
enjoy  the  privileges  of  a  son. 
Paul  says  Christ  came  to 


redeem  those  who  were  under 
the  bondage  of  the  law  that  we 
might  have  all  the  privileges 
of  being  an  heir  of  the  promis¬ 
es  of  me  Father.  God  the 
Father  sent  God  the  Son  to  die 
for  us  to  redeem  us  from  the 
bondage  of  the  law,  our 
bondage  to  sin.  Then  God  the 
Son  sent  God  the  Spirit  to  live 
in  us  to  teach  us  how  to  live  as 
sons  of  God,  heirs  of  His 
promises.  We  are  sons  of  God 
m  freedom,  not  slaves  to  the 
law.  Sons  have  the  nature  of 
the  father,  slaves  do  not.  Sons 
have  a  father,  slaves  have  a 
master.  Sons  obey  out  of  love, 
slaves  out  of  fear.  The  sons 
has  the  inheritance  of  the 
father,  slaves  are  poor.  The 
son  has  a  future,  the  slave 
does  not.  We  have  a  Father 
who  loved  us  enough  to  send 
His  only  Son  to  pay  the  price 
for  our  disobedience  that  we 
might  have  the  opportunity  to 
experience  His  love,  forgive¬ 
ness,  and  eternal  promises.

Fellowship  is  not  something 
we  can  put  on  externally.  We 
can  imitate  the  New  Testament 
church  and  appear  to  be  the 
same,  but  there  must  be  Spirit- 
led  internal  changes  within 


God  and  Father.  We  are  made 
one  body  by  the  empowering 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  nave  one 
hope,  faith,  and  baptism  by  the 
life,  death,  and  resurrection  of 
Christ,  and  have  one  Father: 
God.  These  "ones"  are  shared 
by  all  believers. 

Unity  does  not  mean  confor¬ 
mity  in  regard  to  opinion  or 
expression.  Unity  is  displayed 
by  this  "oneness*  and  can  be 
manifested  through  the  variety 
of  spiritual  gifts  mat  we  exam- 


established  in  love"  (Eph.  3:17). 

How  do  we  maintain  this 
unity?  We  are  told  this  in  vers¬ 
es  2  &  3  of  Ch.  4:  "Be  complete¬ 
ly  humble  and  gentle;  be 
patient,  bearing  with  one 
another  in  love.  Make  every 
effort  to  keep  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit  through  the  bond  of 
peace."  This  isn't  always  easy. 
Many  of  us  struggle  to  have 
patience  and  gentleness  with 
others.  Satan  also  knows  this, 
and  uses  our  lack  of  the  fruit  of 
the  spirit  to  cause  division  and 
strife  in  our  churches. 

Sadly,  we  can  attend  church 


together,  eat  dinner  or  visit  with 
other  Christians  in  their  homes, 
and  still  not  experience  real  fel¬ 
lowship.  One  definition  that  I 
have  read  for  fellowship  says 
that  it  is  "file  love  that  nils  (or 
should  fill)  file  hearts  of  believ¬ 
ers  for  each  other  and  for  God." 
When  you  read  Acts  2:42-47,  you 
can  see  the  evidence  of  this  love 
that  they  had  for  each  other. 
Everyone  used  their  money  and 
possessions  to  help  those  in 
need,  they  were  willing  to  be 
taught  by  the  apostles,  and  they 
met  in  each  others'  homes  to 
break  bread  and  praise  God. 
Best  of  all,  they  were  glad  to  do 
these  things.  Theyenjoyed  each 
other’s  presence.  They  took  joy 
in  worshipping  and  praising 
God  together!  God  blesses  this 
genuine  fellowship.  Many  mira¬ 
cles  occurred  at  this  time 
through  the  apostles,  and  "the 
Lord  added  to  their  number 
daily  those  who  were  being 
saved"  (v.  47).  Ephesians  3:18  & 
19  tells  us  that  together  we  can 
"grasp  how  wide  and  long  and 
high  and  deep  is  the  love  of 
Christ",  know  file  love  that  sur¬ 


passes  knowledge,  and  be  filled 
to  the  measure  of  all  the  fullness 
of  God."  Imagine  a  worship  ser¬ 
vice  where  this  takes  place- 
everybody  as  one  coming  to  a 
deeper  knowledge  of  God,  of 
His  power  and  mercy,  and  hav- 
inga  desire  to  be  like  Him! 

This  fellowship  and  unity 
is  still  as  important  now  as  it 
was  when  Jesus  prayed 
before  His  arrest,  "I  pray  also 
for  those  who  will  believe  in 
me  through  their  message, 
that  all  of  them  may  be  one. 
Father,  just  as  you  are  in  me 
and  I  am  in  you...  I  have 
given  them  the  glory  that  you 
gave  me,  that  they  may  be 
one  as  we  are  one:  I  in  them 
and  you  in  me.  May  they  be 
brought  to  complete  unity  to 
let  the  world  know  that  you 
sent  me  and  have  loved  them 
even  as  you  have  loved  me 
(Johnl7:20-23).  May  our  fel¬ 
lowship  with  brothers  and 
sisters  in  Christ  be  an  answer 
to  this  prayer.
